If Philadelphia newspapers PTpress 
the sentiment of the public on General 
Butler, head of the city’s police force, 
the apparent purpose of Mayor Ken­ 
drick to be rid of him meets with 
widespread disapproval. 
The Philadelphia Inquirer, a stanch 
Republican newspaper, says th at the 
whole fight concerns the police in poli­ 
tics. There was little protest against 
General Butler's drive against boot­ 
leggers or against crim e in general, 
but the moment he undertook to elimi­ 
nate the police from politics there 
was a revolt.

Testing Battery Polarity 


A s u b pie method of determining the 
polarity of a battery or cell, and at the 
aune time roughly measuring its strength, 
is as follows: Dissolve I part of potas* 
slum iodide in 25 parts of water; place 
the solution in a shallow dish, soak sev­ 
eral pieces of white blotting paper in it, 
then rem 
e them and allow to dry. To 
use. moisten a piece of the prepared paper 
and tooth it with wires leading from both 
poles o f the battery, keeping them about 
jHi rn. apart. A (kirk-brown spot will im­ 
mediately be produced where the wire 
from the positive pole touches the blotter. 
A dead cell or battery will produce no 
spot 
A little experience in judging the 
rapidity with which the spot is formed, 
and the shade of the color produced, will 
soon enable one to tell the condition of 
the battery fairly accurately, whether it 
is nearly dead, half charged, or fully 
charged. 
Tina method is applicable to 
Ugh storage batteries and dry ceils, al­ 
though the wires must be further apart 
in the ease of storage batteries. 


Cleaning Crystals w ith Alcohol^ 


H ie aenatrveness of a crystal deter­ 
mines to a great extent the PMaurmg 
range of a aet. Some crystals art much 
better than others rn this respect, but 
even good ones are soon spoiled by im­ 
proper care. 
Air causes the surface of 
the crystal to oxidise gradually, which of 
course decreases its efficiency. Dust par­ 
ticles in the air also lodge on the surface 
and adhere to it. The most trouble is, 
however, caused by handling the crystal. 
as the off on the hands and fingers, which 
is imperceptible to the naked eye, in­ 
sulates the surface of the crystal. and for 
this reason crystals should never be 
touched 
An excellent method'of dean­ 
ing crystals, which will in many cases re­ 
store the original sensitiveness, is to give 
them a balli in alcohol, using an old 
toothbrush to scrub them.

Salt It Tougher than Steel 


Strands of wire made from ordinary 
rock salt by a Russian chemist ars re­ 


ported to be tougher than those of steel. 
The inventor expects the process to aid 
in hardening and strengthening common 
metals, and Relieves that the treatment, 
if applied to other minerals may result 
in materials that would permit moving 
machinery to travel a*, much greater 
speeds

stinging its form and mrreaaing its flex­ 
ibility and strength.

Towing Small Boats 
When the stream is flowing so fast or 
the wind blowing so hard that it is diffi­ 
cult to make headway by rowing, tbs 
simple Aunt shown rn the chawing offers 
an easy way of towing the boat along th# 
bank or shore. Tie the boat line to both 
bow and stem, as shown. By paying out 
on the bow part of the line and holding 
rn the stern line, the boat can be kept 
nearly parallel with the bank, while if 
only a bow line is used the current or 
wind will cause the bow to dig into the 
bank, making towing difficult. If a narrow 
creek is encountered, its mouth can ba 
crossed in the boat as follows: Let out 
the bow and haul in the stern; this will 
cause the boat to lie dose against tbs 
mouth. 
Fasten the towline to an oar 
pushed slantingly (toward the water) in­ 


to the bank. 
After walking across tbs 
crock in the boat, the oar is pulled oak 
which can readily be done on uw uft 90 
the slant at which it is placed.
